Unwise fmnancial, in- 
dustrial or tariff iegisTation can easily be re- 
peaicd if it proves unsatisfactory, but politi- 
cal legisintion fastened upon the country to 
secure an wubdisguised partisan advantage 
will not be readily surrendered, although its 
injustice may be fully demonstrated. ‘The saf- 
est course is by every means in our power, to 
prevent its original enactment rather than 
trust to the ppoceaicy of our opponents after 
it once shall have been fasteved upon the 
country. ‘ihe pretense that federal interfer- 
ence inay be exercised with propriety when 
the president and members of congress are 
to be chosen, because they are federal offi- 
clals, may, if tolerated, soon be atfempted 
to be extended to the election of members of 
state legisiature, upon the plausible ground 
that they elect United States senators, and 
the federal government should have, in that 
manner, some supervision over their eiection.

No prediction can safely be made as to the 
extent to which federal supervision over our 
state elections may ve Mvoked, if any exten- 
sion shall now be perinitted. 

‘Abey Seek tv Evade It. 


Our opponents do not discuss very much this 
issue, Luc seek to evade and ignore it.

denouncing every conservative 
republican who doubted the propriety 
or wisdom of the  Dbill, as recreant to his 
arty, he could not be expected as an honora- 
le man to take any other position at th 
time. He-is an active and ardent republican 
not over conscientious. and seems to regard 
it as his duty to endorse every republican 
measure, which his party wisely or foolishly,

| The South Will Be Solid 


This issue alones necessarily makes the 
south solid for the deniocratic party.

Its enact- 
ment would be a blow“ imed directly at them, 
at their homes, at their dearest rights; at 
their cherished principles, at their peace and 
security. , 

The south will not onlv be solid against the 

force bill, it will be solid against the unac- 
countable tariff burdens against federal en- 
erachments of every character, against an 
unnecessarily restricted currency for the bene- 
efit of the rich: solid against monopoly. plu- 
tocracy and republicanism, it will be solid in 
favor of good government, free and honest elec- 
tions, home rffle, tariff réform. hofiest ogre’ 4 
wider markets, free commerce, personal 1lib- 
erty and democratic government. 
Tammany hall will but echo the best senti- 
ment of the country when it appeals to the pa- 
triotic instincts of men of all parties to oppose 
those tendenctes — centralization’and gov- 
ernmental favoritism. 

The danger of the force bill has not vet pass- 
ed awar. and we should not be lulled into 
security by the silence or apparent apathy of 
its former advocates. A democratic president 
and a democratic congress are necded to effect- 
ually give it the sdezp that knows no waking.

PREPARAMIONS FOR HE FUNERAL. 


. Mrs. Harrison’s Remains Will Be 


Taken to Indianapolis 


AND BE BURIED THERE NEXT FRIDAY, 


Meeting of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion—Messages o1 Sympathy Sent to 
the President from All Quarters. 


Washington, October 25.—The guard of 
special officers detailed immediately 
on the death of Mr. — Harrison 
to prevent the entrance of intruders into 
the white house or its grounds was main- 
tained this morning and no one was admit- 
ted without some special reason. 

At an early hour Undertaker Spears 
was sent for and Robert A. Parks, south- 
eastern passenger agent of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, was also summoned to await 
information of the wishes of the president 
and his family in regard to arrangements 
for the transportation of the dead and the 
funeral party to Indianapolis. 

The funeral services in Washington will 
not be held early Wednesday morning, as 
intended last night, but will take place 
Thursday morning. It is the especial wish 
of the family that the services shall be as 
private as possible. The funeral will be a 
private and not public one. As far as the 
official position of the president will possibly 
permit the services will be the same as 
those customary in the case of a member of 
a private family. Invitations will be strictly 
limited in number and no person will be 
allowed to be present without them. 

The funeral services will undoubtedly 
be held in the east room. This is the largest 
room in the building and in fact the only 
one at all adapted to the holding of serv- 
ices, even as private as those which the 
family desire. They will be conducted ac- 
cording to the Presbyterian form by Rev. 
Dr. ‘Tennis S. Hamlin, pastor of the Church 
of the Covenant on Connecticut avenue, 
of which the president and Mrs. Harrison 
have been regular attendants. The body 
will not lie in state. 

After the services here the funeral party 
will leave Washington Thursday at noon, 
or soon thereafter, for Indianapolis, where 
services of a more public character will 
take place. Church services will take place 
in the First Presbyterian church of Indian- 
apolis, on the corner of New York and 
Pennsylvania streets. The Rev. Dr. M. 8. 
Haines, pastor of that church, will officiate. 
The body will then be taken to Crown Hill 
cemetery and interred, after which the 
president will return to Washington. 

The Body Embalmed. 


Mrs. Harrison's remains have been em- 
balmed. She will probably lie in the room 
in which she died until private services are 
held Thursday. Lieutenant Parker, of the 
navy, the president’s aide and husband of 
Mrs. Harrison’s niece, and Mr. McKee, 
his son-in-law, were the only members of 
the family who were seen about the house, 
the rest remaining in their apartments. Both 
Lieutenant Parker and Mr. McKee were 
up all night and this morning they assisted 
in making the necessary funeral arrange- 
ments. These arrangements are now taking 
definite shape. Services here, as state 
will be conducted Thursday morning at 1 
o’clock by Dr. Hamlin. They will be 
strictly private and it is expected that at 
11:30 o’clock or 12 at the latest, the funeral 
train will be started on its sorrowful west- 
ward journey. I‘riday morning at 10:30 
o'clock is the time fixed for church services 
in Indianapolis, which will be very simple. 

Messages of Sympathy 


All night long telegrams of condolence 
with the president and his family in 
their affiicton arrived and in the early hours 
after dawn, messenger boy after boy passed 
through the gates bearing telegrams of 
this nature. Many of those which came 
last night were predicated on the prema- 
ture report that death had taken place at 
G o’clock that evening. The messages of 
condolence will not be given to the public 
for the present. The president had not 
up to 11 o'clock had an opportunity to 
examine them, and until does, it is 
certain that they will not be given to the 
public, and they may not be given out even 
then. The president is averse to a parade 
of these messages before the public, and 
if they are furnished to the press at all 
it will be with great reluctance on his part. 
He has so far permitted these two only 
to be published. ,

THEIR LAST. DAY. 


The Close of the Episcopal Convention at 
Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., October 25.—This is the 
eighteenth and last day’s session of the gen- 
eral Episcopal convention. After the house 
of deputies had been called to order, Rev. 
Dr. Randolph McKim, rector of the Church 
of Epihany, Washington, D. C., offered this 
resolution: 

“Resolved, That the president of this 
house be requested to convey to the presi- 
dent of the United States, in such a man- 
ner as he may deem most fitting, an ex- 
pression of our sincere and respectful sym- 
pathy in the bereavement which has dark- 
‘ened his home and his heart.” 

The resolution was adopted by a standing 
vote. 

A message was received from the house 
of bishops providing for the establishment 
of a royalty on editions of the prayer book 
and hymnal published for societies. An- 
other message from the house of bishops 
announced the appointment of the bishops 
of Minnesota, Delaware and LaPlatte on 
a joint commission to consider the question 
of royalty. 

Mr. Packard, of Maryland, said that he 
thought the action of the house of deputies 
in voting down the proposition to place a 
royalty on the books was decisive aud the 
ey should, remember what was due to 
itself. 

tev. Dr. Hoffman, of New York, took a 
similar view of the matter. The “royalty” 
and messages were laid aside. 

Key. Dr. Nelson, of Virginia, offered a 
resolution of thanks to Dr. Dix for his 
“able and impartial manner” in presiding. 
Other dioceses seconded the resolution, and 
Secretary Hutchins put the question. 

Dr. Dix made a warm and cordial speech, 
referring semi-humorously to what he 
called “the afflictive side’ of his position. 
He complimented the personnel of the house 
and said he yas proud of the office he held, 
because the ‘character of the house was 
what it is. 

Rev. Dr. Robert, of Missouri, moved that 
the thanks of the house be extended to 
St. Cecilla Guild for the music furnished 
by them at the religious exercises of the 
convention, which was done.

HENCE THE MANY CHANGES. 


How the Parties Are Made Up and 
How They Stand. 


THE ISSUES OF THE BATTLE THERE 


As They Appear to The Constitution Spe- 
cial Correspondent on the Scene— What 
the Chairman Predicts. 


Topeka, Kas., October 25.—(Special.)— 
The people of Kansas are a queer set. 
The state, in the nuin, is made up of ad- 
venturers—men of no political convictions, 
but all anxious to be on the winning“Side. 
‘he people are ready to grasp any new idea. 
It matters not what it be, if well put to 
them they will grab hold and run away with 
it. That wus demonstrated in the political 
landslide out here two years ago. Before 
that time Kansas had been the strongest 
republican state in the union. Everything 
about it went republican. The war was 
still the issue with the people. A state law 
prohibited ex-confederate soldiers from ex- 
ercising the privilege of the ballot. There 
was a democratic party in the state, made 
up of good and true men, but the great 
mass of Kansans were republicans and to 
them the name democrat was odious. 

The farmers of the state had been pros- 
perous, but loan companies came in and of- 
fered to lend them large amounts of money 
taking mortgages on their lands. The 
farmers borrowed whether they wanted 
they could use it and borrowed at heavy 
rates of interest. They became so deeply 
in debt that many of them could not pull 
vout.. Then the subtreasury advocate arose 
among them. They followed him in their 
desire to get rich by government donations. 
The people’s party was formed and swept 
over the state under the leadership of such 
adventurers as Jerry Simpson, Mrs. Lease, 
Peffer and others of like character.

Three years ago the work of erecting 
a bronze statue at Luray, Va., in honor 
of the confederate soldier—the private 
as distinguished from the officer of high 
rank—was begun under the auspices of 
Mr., Herbert Barbee, the sculptor, and 
considerable progress has been made. 

At the beginning, the sum necessary 
to complete the statue was estimated at 
$5,000. Of this amount, about $3,500 has 
been raised through the influence of Mr. 
Barbee, who has given a good deal of his 
tinve to the collection of funds. 

Mr. Barbee, in the meantime, has com- 
pleted the model of a colossal statue, and 
it is now ready to be put in bronze when- 
ever the necessary money is provided. 
The figure represents a private soldier, 
with gun in hand, looking to the front 
and ready to shoot. It is to be placed 
on a pedestal of granite fifteen feet high. 

It may be that there are some old 
soldiers in Georgia, who would. be glad 
to contribute a mite to the completion of 
the statue. The First Georgia regiment 
and the famous Twelfth saw considera- 
ble service in the region roundabout 
Luray, and it may be that there are 
members of Jackson’s corps in other 
parts of the south who would not be 
unwilling to further the enterprise. 

Georgia has already honored the private 
soldier in a statue at Macon, made famous 
by Harry Edwards, but there is no rea- 
son why contributions should not be sent 
to further the enterprise at Luray. We 
have not been asked to make any appeal 
for funds, but we feel sure that contribu- 
tions from Georgia would not be unwel- 
come.

Governor Northen Makes an Offer for the 
Conviction of the Dalton Mob. 

A committee of citizens from Dalton 
called on the governor yesterday morning 
and told him of the mob’s visit to their 
town last Sunday morning. 

They said that the mob numbered proba- 
bly one hundred and fifty men and boys 
from the surrounding country and all car- 
ried torches and guns, They put out the 
street lamps and seized a number of promi- 
nent citizens who were ‘on the streets, but 
finding them unarmed, released them with 
the threat that if any information was 
given as to the identity of the leaders the 
informant would be killed. The negro who 
was killed was not the one who was wanted 
by the leaders of the mob,and he was shot 
because he attempted to defend his home, 
in which another negro was supposed to be 
hiding. 

It is said, on good authority, that the 
cause of the mob’s visit was a personal 
grudge which one of the leaders entertained 
against a negro citizen of Dalton.

HE LIVED T00 PAST! 


And Now His Employer Asks the Police 
to Catch Him. 


A BOOKEEPER SHORT NEARLY $1,000. 


A Btory of Fast Living by a Bookeeper on 
a Small Salary—His Wife an Heiress 
to $100,000. 


Fred B. Jobnston, twenty-two years old, 
expert accountant, stenographer, telegraph 
operator, bicycle rider, husband to an heiress 
to $100,000, and late bookkeeper and cashier 
for M. Mack, the wall paper man, has de- 
parted from the straight and narrow way. 

His employer is suffering from his specula- 
tions to the extent of from $800 to $1,000, 
and Mr. Johnston, who seems to have been a 
jack-of-all-trades, and expert at all of them, 
has gone where the woodbine twineth, or 
some other where, leaving behind a brilliant 
history of fast living on a smill salary, end- 
ing in the discovery of his dishonesty and sub- 
sequent flight. . 

Johnston’s connection with Mr. Mauck, as 
his cashier and bookkeeper, dates back eleven 
months, and from the account given by Mr. 
Mauek, it seems that the shortage in his ac- 
counts began soon after. 

It appears to have gone on continually from 
that time until July lith when Mr. Mauck 
discharged Johnston from his employ, upon 
discovering some apparently crooked transac- 
tions on the part of his bookkeeper. Mr. 
Mauck had discovered that Johnston had not 
made correct entries of money received on 
the cash book, and he says the cash dsawer 
had suffered. He Knew, he says, that 
Johnston was short in his accounts a pretty 
good sum, but he had no idea that it would 
reach the extent that subsequent investiga- 
tion by expert bookkeepers has shown. 

Astonished at the way Johnston had duped 
him, Mr Mauck at once wrote to the young 
man’s father, a highly thought of business 
man of Mossy Creek, Tenn., and asked that 
he replace the money his son had evidently 
taken from him. The father was slow to be- 
lieve his son’s guilt, and wrote back in reply. 
that Fred would fix the shortage satisfactori- 
ly. Yesterday Fred disappeared from the city 
after he had had a conference with Mr. 
Mauck. 

Last night Mr. Mauck appeared at the po- 
lice station and related the story of the 
young man’s disappearance and previous 
crooked transactions to Chief of Police 
Connolly, and asked that he be apprehended. 
A full description of the young man’s personal 
appearance was written in the description 
book, and read to the policemen going on du- 
ty. Later in the evening several hundred cir- 
culars were sent out by Mr. Mauck to the 
chief of police of various southern cities, 
signed by Chief of Police Connolly, asking 
Johnston’s arrest and telling of his crimes. 
Mr. Mauck was very much in earnest about 
the matter, and seemed determined to catch 
and punish the young man whom he declared 
had swindled him most shamefully. 

The story of how he was beaten by his 
bookkeeper is most interesting, as told by 
Mr. Mauck himself, and shows that Mr. John- 
ston was a very clever and slick young man. 

Johnston came to Atlanta last October, 
while the Piedmont exposition was in progress. 
He brought with him his young bride, a lova- 
ble young woman whom he had just married, 
and who was an heiress to a fortune of 
$100,000. 

He and his wife took up their residence 
at 57 Gilmer street, and with plenty of ready 
money, which it seémed they possessed, made 
of it a happy and comfortable home. Mrs. 
Johnston was a lovable young woman and 
made many friends among her neighbors. 

Early in December Johnston secured a posi- 
tion with M. M. Mauck, the sign man and 
dealer in paints and wall paper, on the cor- 
ner of Hunter and Pryor. 

The salary received by Johnston was not 
very large, but he didn’t seem to mind. He 
always appeared to have plenty of money in 
his clothes, and was always ready to treat. 
He was a hale fellow well met, and. treated 
the boys like a lord. He furnished his home, 
at 57 Gilmer street, very elegantly, dressed 
himself in good style, and seemed to suffer 
from no lack of means. 

On the first of the year Mr. Mauck gave 
Johnston a raise in salary. The young man 
did his duties in a very competent manner, 
and seemed to be a very apt young business 
man, 

In January of this year Mr. Mauck employed 
an expert accountant to balance his books 
for the year, as he always does. 

It was a big job and occupied over a month. 
One day when the job was just about finished 


‘the expert examiner found a shortage of 


$160.50 in the cash for one day in February. 
He called Johnston’s. attention to it—Mr. 
Mauck was out—and wrote along the margin 
of the ledger “short $160.50.’’ 

Two days later the book expert was called 
to Chicago, where he went to do some work 
which occupied him until summer. 

After the expert left Johnston erased what 
he had written on the margin of the ledger 
and said ——s of it to Mr. Mauck. 
expert wrote to Mr. Mauck stating that John- 
ston was a very excellent bookkeeper, and on 
the first of February the bookkeeper was 
given another raise in salary. 

One day in June Mr. Mauck notified Johnston 
to receive payment for a bill of goods and no 
account of it was made on the cashbook, and 
strangely enough the cash drawer never knew 
of the transaction. He noticed several other 
just such incidents as this. 

He kept a close watch on Johnston from that 
time on, and on July llth, he dismissed the 
bookkeeper from his service having became 
convinced that he was dishonest. But he had 
no idea of the extent of Johnston’s shortage. 
An investigation of the books was begun a few 
weeks ago, and the results were startling to 
Mr. Mauck. Johnston had swindled him in 
many ways. 

On the sales book which contained a record 
of ‘tatty sales were found several accounts 
gee Johnston that he had marked 
off. but had posted on neither the journal or 
ledger. Johnston had shipped mouldings, pic- 
ture frames and artists’ materials to his sis- 
ter in Tennessee and had furnished his own 


home with fly scehes and claborate wall paper- 


n 

The orders were gi to Mr. J. D. Hames- 
berger, who has c of Mr. Mauck’s wall 
paper department, Johnston also slipped an el- 
egunily gold lettered sign to a friend in Ten- 
hessee. None of these unts, reaching 
bhearly $100, ever reached the ledger. 

Then Johnston had done some monkey busi- 
hess with the cash ry. tuaking the daily 
suies appear much smaller than they in reality 
were. Mr. Mauck has the register sheets 


‘which shows how it was done. 


Mr. Mauck says Johnston colleced creat 
sims of money for which he never accounted. 
He also bought things from various firms in 
the city and had them charged to Mr. Mauck’'s 
account. 

In May this year Johnston’s young wife died. 
Mr. Mauck endorsed Johnson’s note for $80 
to pay the funeral expenses. That note went 
to protest at the bank last week and Mr. 
Mauck had to pay it. 

She diseovery of Johnsfon’s acts came to 
Mr. Manck only part at a time. Monday .af- 
ternoon be sent for Johnston and tried to ar- 
range the matter.

CHICAGO, October 25.—The general mar- 
kets of the board. have been quite active 
today during the entire session.

te whole, been favorable for’ crops, al- 


though there is some complaint that the 
deficiency in rainfall and excess of sunshine, 
ts drying the ground and retarding the sow- 


ing of grain, as well as the growth of rege- 


tables. 

Cotten picking is about over and the 
usual complaint, as to a general shortage in 
the crop, is received from all localities. The 
corn crop has been almost all gathered, and 
the yield was slightly below the average. 
Fall apples are being marketed and the 
qop is evidently short. Wheat, oats and 
rye are being sown, but the ground is rather 
hatd owing to the lack of rain. 

The continuation of dry weather in the 
western section has enabled the gathering 
ef. much of the crops remaining in the 

f. Under the effects of the waym, sun- 
1a, uy weather cotton has nearly all opened 
‘ { very little remains to be gathered ex- 

yt on bottom lands. Thus far the crop 
has averaged fully one-quarter short. 

The corn crop this year is generaily good, 
but little more remains to be gathered, 
principally on bottom lands. Of peas there 
is also a full crop, the greater portion of 
which has been secured. Potatoes, turnips 
and gatden truck generally are fair though 
they have suffered somewhat for the want 
of rain. | 

As in most other sections of the state, 
there has been very little rainfal! in the 
coutral counties, which, although favor- 
able for the gathering of matured crops, has 
retarded the sowing of grain. 

In some localities cotton picking is still 
in progress, while reports show that in other 
places there is very little remaining in the 
field. The crop, as was anticipated, is 
very short. Corn gathering. still continues 
and the crop will be good. Although some 
small grain is being sown, most of the 
farmers are waiting for rain to put the 
ground in better condition for receiving the 


seed. Vegetables are growing nicely, but 


a little rain would be beneficial. _ 

In the eastern counties little rain has 
fallen, some on Sunday, which was very 
beneficial to garden truck. All crops have 
been much improved by the warm sunh- 
shiny weather. Cotton picking has been 
kept “well up,” and only a small portion 
of this crop remains to be picked, probably 
mot amore) than ghe-quarter. Plantations 
this year that yield three-quarters of an 
average crop are considered to be doing ex- 
céedingly well. 

The corn grop is fully up to the average, 
and except in a few counties is nearly all 
housed. Sugar cane has turned out well 
and syrup is plentiful. Rice, though much 
endangered previously by wet weather has 
finally averaged a fair yield, which is all 
housed. Peas and potatoes have been 
plentiful in all counties of this portion of 
the state. Very little grain sown yet owing 
to the dry condition of the soil. 

In the southwestern portion of the state 
the weather, with its deficiency in rainfall 
and plenty of sunshine, has been rather fa- 
vorable for the harvesting of such crops as 
have matured and the growth of those still 
in the field. For some crops a little more 
rain is needed. 

Cotton picking has been im progress dur- 
ing the week and there is very little more 
to be gathered. As indicated in previous 
reports, the crop is below the average. Corn 
has about all been gathered and the yield 
was good, although in some localities rot- 
ting is reported. Peas, potatoes and sugar 
cane are in excellent condition. 

The weather during the past seven days 
has been quite favorable for the crops of 
the southern counties. 
rain, with plenty of sunshine, has given the 
farmer ample opportunity to gather his 
matured crops, while growing crops have 
iu nowise been injured thereby.

‘A LITTLE OF EVERYTHING SOLD. 


Trunks with Their Contents Go for THif 
ling Amounts+Babies’ Pictures in 
the Odd Assortment. 


Every twelve months since Atlanta has 
been a cosmopolitan city the city detectives 
and police force have recovered stolen prop- 
erty and unclaimed goods amounting in 
value to a snug fortune. 

There ate no inore thefts and burglaries 
here than in other cities of the ..ame size, 
but a city of a population of over 100,000 
will have a certaia amount of dark doings, 
and in fo eity are such efile more quickly 
brought to light than here where an éffic- 
ient set of detectives are constantly on the 
alert to capture ey ; 

Once in twelve months these accumila- 
tions of stolen goods afe sold at public out- 
ery at the police station by Chief Connolly. 
These annual sales which are always 
of interest are called “old hose” sales. 

The accumulations duting the past twelve 
mouths have been unusually large, possibly 
due to the large number of burglaries that 
have been committed. 

Yesterday the old hoss sale occurred. The 
varied Assortment of goods that the detec- 
tives and police have brought in during 
the year ending yesterday Was brought 
down to the station house keeper’s office 
and piled up--a conglomerate mass of ew 
erything. 

It was ap old curiosity shop of old 
clothes of every kind, musical instruments, 
books, love letters, trunks full of various 
trinkets, fine ladies’ cloaks, jewelry—every- 
thing that the whints of human nature 


might demand. 

The goods had been the property of a 
hundred different persons and represented 
the work of the detectives for a year, as 
well as any number of shady transactions. 

There were many photographs in the lot 
of odd things. Thete were photographs of 
smiling young gifls, with a few lines on 
the back written to their lovers.There were 
letters from home, and from sweethearts 
and from comrades in crime. When the 
odd conglomeration was piled up a curious 
crowd gathered and peered into the dusty 
trunks filled with ali the articles that a 
man will supply himself with in traveling. 
There were auy number of small yellow va- 
lises filled with papers ami letters and 
soiled collars and cuffs. In one or two a 
baby’s portrait was found. In all of them 
pictures of some one were found. / 

It was a big job to sell oe by piece 
the mountain of goods@nd Chief Connolly 
looked over them wearily as he began, 

The crowd was jolly and the chief waxed 

He fished 


and beribboned. it Was a 
costume of Worth’s design from Paris and 
was once the property of the queen of the 
Hawaian islands. ‘This stimulated some 
one in the crowd to bid 5 cents. Another 
fellow in a tone that plainly showed that 
he was hurt at a fellow man offering such 
a niggardly sum for such a good garment, 
bid a dime. A spirit of friendly rivalry 
spring up between the two bidders and the 
ress Wks run up to cents. 

Two of Colone! Sloan’s “Old Fogy Days” 
were sold at 10 cents each, and imisedi- 
ately afterward a pair of patent leathers 
sold for $1.10. 

Byerything was sold. There were dolls, 

stationery, clothing—something ‘of ‘every- 
thing. The sale Jasted over four hours, and 
the crowd constantly increased during 
that time until the room was packed and 
jammed with people. Pistole—and there 
were enough of them to start a hardware 
store—solg for a prices. 
_A brown valise, just an ordinary one 
like everyday travelers carry, was put up. 
It had evidently been on hand for some 
time, for it was covered with dust. It wag 
— and the crowd gazed upon the ¢on- 
ents. 

‘T'wo pictures—a baby’s and its mother’s 
a Bible, a bundle of letters and a few other 
articles. Somebody bid 20 cents and 
got somebody's priceless treasures. 

Although almost a carload of goods Were 
sold the result in dollars and cents Was 
not startling, moat it be for the smallness 
of the amount. Old goods, stolen goods 
goods without histories are not in great 
demand, and articles that eost big stitms of 
money sold for comparatively nothing.

The Bicyclists’ Day. 

The Atlanta bicycle dealers were to have 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock in regard to the donation to the 
bicycle day fund, but only a couple of 
the dealers put in appearance and nothing 


was done. 

“The people generally.” said Mr. Ned 
Chalfant of the Capital City Cycling Club, 
yesterday, “are just awakening to the fact 
that the bicycle is a great machine. 

“In 1844 the mile trotting record was 
2:28 made by Lady Suffolk and now, for- 
ty-eight years afterwards, Nancy Hanks, 
2:04, is queen of the turf; in 1884 the bicy- 
cle mile record stood at 2:48, but only a 
few weeks ago the record was lowered to 
2:05 2-5 standing start, and 2:02 3-5 flying 
start on a regulation § track. Johnson’s 
wonderful record of 1:56 5-5 was made 
in a vacuum on a kite track. The twenty- 
four-hour record on a bicycle is held. by a 
Frenchman, Stephane, who made 418 miles 
and 664 yards on a cement track within 
that time. The record for borses is but 
little over a hundred miles ia the same 
time. 7 

“Carnival week in Atlanta is rapidly ap- 
proaching and far from the least events 
will be’ bicycle day. The carnival commit- 
tee has made an appropriation of $300 to 
go in with subscriptions from local dealers 
for the purpose of securing proper attrac- 
tions. It is their desire to secure some of 
the northern flyers to take part in the 
races as a drawing card.
